JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Telegrams from San Francisco report the arrival of the Pacific 
mail steamer Alaska, with advices from Yokohama to the 7th 
August. The following is the summary of news as telegraphed 
to the New York press :— 

The Japanese trouble with Korea is rapidly becoming critical, 
and China has declared that in the event of a war she will side 
with Korea. The Japanese Government is without a policy, but 
with energy and a liberal credit abroad, she could cause Korea 
to regret her insulting letter tothe Mikado. Foreigners are eager 
to aid Japan, and upon the return of the Mikado with his fleet of 
eight vessels from the tour of inspection of the Southern provinces 
some definite action will be taken relative to the dispute. The 
Prince of Tosa, of the League of Chosiu, Satumsa and Tosa, who 
broke down the Tycoonate, has died, leaving Satumsa the only 
survivor of the triumvirate. 

The Kioto Exhibition will reopen on New-Year's-day. The 
passport system will be adopted, with a security of $300 that no 
foreigner will carry on any business whatsoever while there, ped- 
dling especially, which is most objectionable, until Japan agrees 
by treaty to a ge up the country. This rule will be strictly 
adhered to, and visitors will be treated and considered accord- 
ingly, and no impediment will be made to their expenditure of 
money. 

The Governor of Yokohama has notified all landowners that 
they are not allowed to rent or sell any land to Japanese, nor 
lease any building without the permission of the Japanese Go- 
vernment. 

The line of telegraph between Nagasaki and Yokohama, some 
600 miles, has been completed, and when the new instruments 
are received, communication with San Francisco will be opened. 

The policemen who murdered the eleven persons at Yedo have 
been captured and executed. 
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A meeting has been held to found a branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society in Yokohama. 

Of the new teas, 9,000 piculs have arrived, and have been set- 
tled, but the quality is inferior to the former receipts, being 
mixed with the second crop. Prices are firm. 

A large business has been done in silk, the settlements beihg 
2,100 bales, against 1,300 bales for the same period last year, at 
prices $30 lower. 





CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 4th August; there had 
been no mail arrival since that of 14th June. The following 
summary of news is from the North China Herald and Shanghai 
Courier :— 

A memorial of Li Hung Chang, which appears in the Gazette of 
July 5th, has an interest altogether apart from the immediate 
subject of which it treats. It gives us some important details of 
the Mahometan struggle in Ili, of the Kuldsha, and of the sub- 
sequent occupations by the Russians. The southern portion of 
the vast district comprehended under the name Ili has long since 
been independent of Chinese rule, and in 1864 the northern portion, 
or the northern district of the Tienshan, revolted, and it appears 
that, after two years’ fighting, the Mahometans were triumphant. 
They took Kuldsha, the capital of the district, on the 27th March, 
1865, and held it until they were driven out by the Russians in 
June, 1871. What the Russians had to do in Ili is not clear; 
probably they thought it a good opportunity for getting posses- 
sion of the country without coming to an open rupture with 
China. But, be thisas it may, it is evident, from the story of 
Chen Ching-fan, that Kuldsha is entirely under the control of 
the Ruasians at present, Yet it does not appear that China has 
relinquished her rights, for we find in the (Gazette of Dec. 9th, 
1871, an Imperial edict granting an amnesty to the soldiers and 
people of Ili who had submitted to the rebels while the latter 
were masters of the country. The same edict called on those 
thus pardoned to show their gratitude by becoming good and 
loyal subjects for the future. How the matter will be settled be- 
tween Russia and China it is, of course, impossible for.us to say. 

Some glimpses of the devastation caused by the rebels still to be 
met with in the province of Anwhui, and other interesting mat- 
ters, are given in the Gazette of 11th July. The Literary Chan- 
cellor of the province reports that though the literary examina- 
tions just concluded were satisfactory, the military examinations 
do not deserve much praise, as in the drill, in the use of weapons 
of war, in the art of horsemanship, in all that relates to the 
order, formation, disposition and discipline of troops and general 
tactics, he saw little worthy of commendation. Yet in excuse for 
this mediocre state of things, he says, it may be remembered that 
these cities and the surrounding country were overrun by the 
rebel armies, who pillaged and burned the houses, a large part of 
the inhabitants were murdered or died in battle, the country is 
still impoverished, and the population sparse ; that he has tra- 
velled a whole day without mecting a single person, the houses 
are deserted, falling to the ground, and the roads overgrown with 
thousands of brushwood. Rich and learned men are no longer 
even heard of in these districts ; the people are rude and simple, 
and in style and manner bear no comparison to the inhabitants 
of the land in former days. They scem mostly occupied in 
solving the problem as how to continue their own existence and 
that of their families, giving little or no thought to the ucquire- 
ment of literary, civil or military honours. 

A curious case has been tried before the Mixed Court, two men 
being charged with attempting to exact money from houses of 
ill-fame in the Settlements, on false pretences. It seems to be 
the practice for agents of the yamen runners to call at these 
places and demand sums of money, under the threat that accusa- 
tions will be laid against the proprietors before the city authori- 
ies, and a warrant obtained for their apprehension, resulting in 
their being taken into the city while the case is heard, and a 
large amount of squeezing before they get out again. ‘The ac- 
ouser generally sends in a petition setting forth that, as he 
walked along, casting his eyes up, he saw at the window of the 
house a female whom he recognised as his long-lost daughter or 
sister ; that he applied to have her restored to him, but that the 
people of the house claimed her as their property. This will be 

cked up by any amount of testimony necessary, and the pro- 
poston of these places find it best to pay a moderate squeeze to 

e left in peace. A short time since $20 each were collected 
from about fifty houses in this way, and within six weeks the 
screw was applied i ape This was a little too much, however, 
for the patience of the sufferers, and they applied to the foreign 
police for assistance in resisting the exaction. The result was 
that two men were arrested on the charge, and, fifty or sixty 
witnesses appearing against them, were convicted and sentenced— 
one to forty blows of the heavy bamboo and a month’s cangue, and 
the other to forty blows on the hand and the same term of cangue. 
The yamen runners from the city were present in great force, and 
were, we hope, edified and warned by the proceedings. 

The district Magistrate (Chehsien) of Shanghai has resigned, 
and a man named Yeh, at present in charge of the ae 
tax office, is to be appointed in his place. Yeh ig 9 son of Chy- 
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loong, the great Canton ginger preserver, and had charge of the 
first native police force established at this port, as head of the 
Police Commission appointed by the Taoutai, in the troublous 
times of 1863. He has also acted as magistrate in various places. 
Chen, the magistrate of the Mixed Court, is entitled to the post, 
however, and so far as foreigners are concerned would probably 
prove a more friendly and complaisant official. 

A case has been tried before a Joint Court composed of E. Morel, 
Esq., Consul for the Belgians,and F. B. Forbes, Esq., Consul for 
Sweden and Norway, with Assessors. The prisoners, a Belgian 
and a Swedish subject, recently partners in the “Scandinavian 
Hotel ,” on the French Concession, were charged with stealing a 
chest of opium from the British barque Annie Muriel. Both pri- 
soners having been found guilty, they are to be detained in cus- 
tody, in Shanghai, during the reference of the case to their res- 
pective Governments at home ; that being the only course which 
the peenlianies of Swedish and Belgian law leave open to the 
Consul. 

Some time ago we drew attention to the disgracefnl condition 
into which the Cemetery of the soldiers who defended us in 1861- 
62 has been allowed to fall. We are happy to say that only $60 
to $70 now remains to be added to the amount already collected 
to enable the committee to proceed with their most commendable 
operations, We feel sure that so small a sum will be speedily 
forthcoming. 

The screw steamer Fairy, advertised by Messrs. Tilby and Co. 
as for sale by auction, was bought in, the reserve, from small at- 
tendance at sale, not having been reached. We understand that 
the steam tug Hocket has been sold for Tis. 21,000 to a well- 
known resident. 

The earthquake felt at Chinkiang was also observed at Shang- 
hai on the same night and at the same time. The motion was 
slow and steady, without any accompanying sound, and ap- 
parently passed from north to south. indows and furniture 
vibrated for about ten seconds. 

The death is recorded of Frére Fournier, attached to the Pro- 
cure des Lazaristes, The deceased had lived in China twenty-two 

ears, and was known and esteemed by all old Shanghai residents, 

e had not been away from the place since 1857. 

One of the back lots of the settlement at Hankow has been sold 
for one tael. The ground-rent is twelve taels, and the Municipal 
taxes six taels. 


NINGPO. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ninepo, Jury 31, 1872. 

A tragical event has taken place in this neighbourhood since 
I last wrote to you; and from the comparative rareness of such 
crimes, and the general lack of newspapers in China, I thought it 
worth while to record what had otherwise be better forgotten as 
speedily as possible. A boy eleven years of age has been brutally 
murdered by hisstep-mother. This woman’s husband is employedin 
one of the Shanghai Foreign Hongs ; andthe wife being of more 
than doubtful character is supposed to have committed the murder 
so as to remove the only witness (as she fancied) to her evil-doings. 
The poor lad had a terrible presentiment of his doom. He re- 
lated to his schoolmaster dreams which he had dreamt, describing 
with minute detail the manner of his coming death. On the 
day of the murder the lad begged to be allowed not to return home, 
as he felt certain that death was near. His master cheered him, 
and rallied him on his groundless fears. Next day he did not ap- 
pear; and after two more days’ absence the school-master became 
anxious. He went toask for his pupil, and was told by the mother 
that he had gone to Ningpo. The words and manner of the woman 
roused his worst fears, and acting on the dreams of the poor boy 
he hastily tore up the flooring and found the corpse cut to pieces 
ina large jar. The school-master, who showed great courage— 
for had he been mistaken the false charge would have almost cost 
him his life—laid information before the Ningpo magistrates. 
The woman was arrested, carried in a chair all round the city to 
each of the six gates for the people to see and execrate, and will 
be executed as soon as the Che hien, who is slightly ‘‘ under the 
weather,” can attend to the trial. 

The people speak of this as a crime of the deepest dye, and of 
very rare occurrence. ‘“ Nothing of the kind ever happens in your 
honourable country, of course,” exclaimed my informant. Alas ! 
we too have our Central Criminal Court, with its blood-stained 
list of crimes. 


FOOCIIOW. 

On the 3rd August the community of Foochow was thrown 
into some excitement by the threatened attack of a party of some 
three hundred or more Chinamen on the American Consulate. 
From.the facts which have been ascertained, it appears that 
Mr. Delano, the U.S. Consul, bought a small piece of ground 
from two Chinese as an addition to his garden, and commenced 
to build a wall thereon. This appears to have excited the ire of 
some adjacent villagers, who claimed ownership of the appropriated 
eighteen feet or thereabouts, and marched off to demand its re- 
stitution. On the appearance of Mr. Delano he was greeted with 
showers of stones and mud, and other Europeans coming to his 
assistance were served in a like manner. Several were hit, but 
none injured, Although there were firearms amongst the Euro- 
peans, they were unused. Mr. Delano, it appears, has built his 
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wall a little in the rear of its intended position, and this, added 
to the appearance of some celestial troops upon the scene, ap- 
ears to have quieted the villagers. A superstitious belief in the 
Peagcshut, it 1s said, had more to do with the agitation than 
: anyehing else. One of the principal ringleaders was secured, 
and handed over to the authorities, and he proved to be a coolie 
in the employ of a European house here. 


AONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to Aug. 10; there had been 
no arrivals of homeward mails during the interval. The follow- 
ing items are from the China Mail and Daily Press :— 

The French corvette Bourayne left the harbour on Aug. 5, for 
Manila, with H.M. the King of Cambodia and suite on board. The 
Garrison Battery and H.M.S. Princess Charlotte fired salutes as 
she steamed out of the harbour. The late acting bandmaster, 
Sergeant A. P. Crawley, has received a splendid silver cup inlaid 
with gold from his Majesty, as a mark of his appreciation of the 
manner in which the band was conducted during his stay in 
Hong Kong. It bears the following inscription :— Presented 
by his Majesty the King of Cambodia to the Acting Bandmaster, 
Sergeant A. P. Crawley, on the occasion of his visit to Hong 
Kong, July, 1872.” 

The following is the fourteenth report of the court of directors 
of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, to be pre- 
sented to the ordinary half-yearly general meeting of shareholders 
to be held on the 14th August. 

The directors have now to submit to you a general statement of the 
affairs of the Corporation and balance-sheet for the half-year ending 
29th June last. The net profits for that period, including $18,340.18 
brought forward from last account, after paying all charges and de- 
ducting interest paid and due, and making full provision for all bad 
and doubtful debts, amount to $415,814.29, of which, after taking out 
rebate on bills not yet due, and remuneration to directors, there re- 
mains for appropriation $392,826.21. From this sum the dircctors 
recommend the distribution of a dividend of $7.50 per share on the 
paid-up shares, and of $6 per share on the new shares, being equivalent 
to six per cent. for the half-year, which will absorb §270,000.00. The 
balance, $122,826.21, they propose to carry forward to the eredit of 
new account, deferring any appropriation of it until the result of the 
whole year’s working becomes known, The directors consider that the 
result of the past half-year is very satisfactory, and they congratulate 
the proprietors on the continued prosperity of the Corporation. 

The fifth and last call of $24 per share on the new shares, due on 
the Ist July, has been promptly met on 19,855 sharcs out of 20,000; 
the balance outstanding will doubtless shortly be paid. 

His Excellency the Governor having assented to the application of 
the directors for power to issue One Dollar Notes in Hong Kong; ar- 
rangements have been made to introduce these notes to the public with- 
out delay. 

Messrs. R. Rowett, J. Menke, ‘and William Lemann resigned their 
seats at the Board on leaving the colony, and Messrs. William H. 
Forbes and H. B. Lemann have been elected to fill two of the vacancies. 

The principals and seconds in the duel which was fought be- 
tween Senor Checa and Senor Bueno have been summoned to 
answer a charge of conspiring to take life. It seems that an 
agreement was drawn up in Hong Kong on the subject before the 
duel took place, and this document by some means has found its 
way into the Attorney-General’s hands. In the meantime the 
Governor refuses to acknowledge Senor Checa as Consul for Spain 
or M. de la Forrest (one of the seconds) as Consul for France. 
Messrs. Le Forrest, Checa and Dubost have been arrested on a 
Government warrant, but were released on bail—Mr. Le Forrest 
$2,000, Senor Checa $3,000 and Mr. Dubost $1,000. A warrant 
has also been issued for the arrest of Mr. Torre-Bueno, but he is 

yet too il to be removed. 

An inquest has been held on the body of H. N. Middleton, who 
died of a self-administered dose of opium. The deceased had 
been unfortunate in not finding a situation, and, being in debt, 
was uneasy about it. On the 5th August the deceased asked a 
Chinese servant to buy a half dollar's worth of prepared opium, 
as he wished to send it to a friend at home as a curiosity. He 
then returned to his lodgings, where he tock the opium, and was 
found in an unconscious state. The police were communicated 
with, and the deceased was conveyed to Hospital, where he died 
in spite of the efforts made to save him. The jury returned a 
verdic ithat ‘‘the deceased died of an over-dose of opium taken 
by him while labouring under temporary insanity.” 

We regret to record the death of Mr. Maximilian Fischer, of 
Macao, who was Jong known in China as agent for the P. and O 
Company, and has for the last four years been living in retirement 
at Macao, preferring to settle down there for his remaining years 
than to return home. He had attained the advanced age of 
seventy years. 

The invitation of the Amateur Philharmonic Society seems to 
have been fairly responded to, and over twenty instrumentalists 
are now interested in the movement. The want ig in reed-instru- 
ment players, such as clarionet, oboe, &c. We wish the project 
every success, and trust that local talent will even be able to 
furnish the missing “ reeds.” 

The 8th August being the anniversary of the birth of the Em- 
press of Russia, the Russian man-of-war Abreck dressed ahip after 
their Church service. H.M, ships Princess Charlotte, Ringdove, 
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and Opossum hoisted the ‘Russian ensign at the main, and the 
English ensign at other mast-heads, 

p the removal of the debris at the ruins of the rice mills at 
West Point, to get at the rice on the quay side buildings, the 
heated materials burst into flames again, and sent forth volumes 
of smoke, which had to be speedily checked to prevent a further 
conflagration. . ot 

The Provincial Judge of Canton having been promoted to the 
Treasurership at Chihli, the Viceroy has appointed the Salt Com- 
missioner to be the Jocum tenens until the arrival of the successor. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present’mail brings dates to the 19th August ; since the 
arrival of the P. and O. mail of 12th July, on the 11th August, 
no homeward mail had been received. The following summary of 
news is from the Singapore Daily Times :— 

The Legislative Council held a meeting on the 15th August * 
when two important official papers were laid before the mem” 
bers. The first is a minute by the Attorney-General as to th® 
relative duties and responsibilities of the police and the Muni; 
cipal Commissioners in regard to the sanitation and conservancy of 
the towns. Our readers will remember some rather sharp corre- 
spondence which was recently published, addresed by the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners and the Inspector-General of Police to the 
Government, mutually accusing each other of neglect of duties 
and other shortcomings omissive and commiasive, and this minute 
is the result. According to the minute, the police can remove 
obstructions of their own motion under the Police Act, but as 
regards sanitary matters, which are dealt ‘with by the Con- 
servancy Act, all the police can do is to report breaches of 
the law to the Municipal Commissioners, who alone can put 
the law in force, and whose duty therefore it is to do so. 
The minute appeara to be altogether exculpatory of the 
police from the charges made by the Commissioners. The 
second batch of papers consists of somewhat lengthy corres- 
pondence between the Home Colonial-office and the local govern- 
ment regarding the very difficult question of how to deal properly 
with the sick and leprous poor in the three settlements. The 
correspondence is covered by a minute of the Governor's, giving 
the Council a brief résumé of the present state of affairs to help 
them to decide upon what further measures should be taken to 
settle satisfactorily a matter of very great importance to the 
health and self-respect of the community. We feel sure we are 
giving expression to the general feeling of the public when we 
say that the prosperous condition of the revenue will fully warrant 
the Council in not stinting their vote for providing accommoda- 
tion for these unfortunates, and alleviating their condition as far 
as human means can do so. The sources from which the revenue 
is derived and the nationality of the majority of our sick and 
leprous poor alike claim’and warrant the utmost liberality on the 
part of our legislators. 

A circular has been sent round asking the opinions of our 
bankers and merchants regarding a proposal made by Mr. Trot- 
ter, the Postmaster-General, for attaining the very desirable object 
of a quicker delivery of letters by the P.and O. mail steamers 
Mr. Trotter's plan is to appoint sorters to travel on board these 
steamers between Penang and this, who could take charge of the 
Singapore mails at Penang and: occupy themselves during the 
voyage to this port in sorting into separate little bags the letters 
of all the firms in Singapore who hold what are called window 
tickets. By these means these firms would get possession of their 
letters five minutes after their receipt in the Post-office. Ther 
can be no doubt that this is a step inthe right direction, and in ac- 
cordance with the progressive spirit of this age of telegraphs 
and nothing seems easier than to have it carried out. Th 
only question is where are the dollars to come from? On 
this point there seems to exist a difference of opinion. The total 
eXpense-per annum, not including travelling expenses, would be 
$1,944. Mr. Trotter proposes to meet this expense by getting 
the ticket holders, who number seventy-five, to pay $3 per mon 
in addition to the present fee they pay for their tickets. But the 
majority of the ticket holders would appear not to approve of this 
mode of raising money, and to be of opinion that the Post Office 
revenue, which is flourishing, should be charged with the expense. 
They allege that the charge for postages here is a very heavy tax 
already on business, and that there is no reason why the Post 
Office should seek to increase its annual handsome profit. 

At last the much-needed waterworks have been sanctioned by 
the Secretary of State. The news, we are informed, came in the 
despatches received by last mail. The plans for the scheme will 
be sent out by next mail. The existing conduit is to be utilised 
as much as possible, and with this view it is intended to forma 
reservoir somewhere opposite the hospital, from which the water 
is to be pumped up on Prinsep’s-hill, where another reservoir will 
be formed, from which iron pipes will be laid to the town. Such 
is, we believe, a general idea of the scheme which has been de- 
vised by the united wit of Mr. Rawlinson and Major MacNair to 
overcome the engineering difficulties which have hitherto baffled 
all our local talent. The public will not be particular how the 
thing is done, provided it be done, and that quickly.

Her Majesty’s ship WVassau, Captain Chinmo, from Labuan via 
Macassar, has arrived here. While she was surveying in the 
Sulu Sea, a boat’s crew, with Lieut. Gray and Mr. White, when 
taking bearings on the N.E. end of the Sulu Island, were attacked 
by forty or fifty natives. They fought their way through them 
to the boat, and during the fight Lieut. Gray and one of the crew 
were wounded; some of the natives were killed and others 
wounded. Captain Chinmo, believing his crew had been mistaken 
for Spaniards, communicated with the people, telling them that 
the Nassau was an English vessel, and had nothing to do with the 
Spaniards, and asked for an explanation of their conduct, which 
they declined to give,and expressed their readiness to fight. Several 
days were spent in vain endeavour to come to an understanding, 
after which the Nassau was put into position and shelled the 
villages, which were totally destroyed. It turned out that the 
people were Balignini pirates. 

e are informed that the Straits are to be honoured shortly by 
visits from several scions of Royalty. The Grand Duke Alexis of 
Russia will be here towards the end of the present month, and 
Prince Philip and Prince Augustus of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, cousins 
of Her Majesty the Queen, are also expected very soon. Prince 
Augustus is son-in-law of the Emperor of Brazil. 

Among the passengers who have arrived here by the Ajax is 
Mr. ©. B. Waller, Superintendent of Police at Singapore, who 
will relieve Mr. R. W. Maxwell, now acting in that capacity. We 
hear that Inspector Richardson, of the Malacca police, has been 
dismissed from the force owing to certain charges brought against 
him by a Chinese dealer, in connection with prosecutions insti- 
tuted by that officer, and that he will be replaced by Inspector 
Barnum from Singapore. 

Small-pox is very prevalent here just now, though there are 
but few cases in the hospital. A gong has been beaten through 
the streets by the pees and an order of the Inspector General of 
police has been published directing that every case should be re- 
ported to him without delay. The natives, however, are averse 
to sending their children to the hospital, owing to the inconveni- 
ence of its location, the difficulty of procuring and cooking food, 
and wantjof accommodation for themselves generally, as they will 
not leave the nursing of their children and relatives to the hos- 
pital attendants. ; 

It is reported that Tunkoo dia Oodin is likcly to receive sub- 
stantial aid against Rajah Mahdie and his followers—not only 
from Pahang, whence it is said he has been reinforced by a large 
body of men, but that the Chinese miners, some 70,000 strong, 
eg to take up arms to exterminate Mahdie and all his fol- 
owers. 





CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
CotomBo, Ava. 21, 1872. 

Our exports of Coffee for the season, which will close with 
September, are up to date (21st August) 696,950 cwt. As there 
are now only forty days to run till the export season closes it can 
hardly be expected that the total of both native and plantation 
will exceed 750,000 cwt. This will be a sad falling off from the 
previous two years—and from the roundImillion which we were 80 
long of attaining as an average. The coming crop looks better ; 
but with it many will be disappointed, for it does not promise to 
equal by along chalk early expectations. From our neighbours on 
the Continent of India, too, we hear that crops this year are to be 
very short, so that altogether the prospects for Indian Coffee ought 
to be good ; yet somehow prices keep low, or rather, lower than cir- 
cumstances would seem to warrant. However, time will doubtless 
set that right as yct. It is not fully believed in London that our 
crop of last year is to be so lamentably short, and that of this year 
considcrably under estimate. But the unbelievers will not now 
have Jong to wait for a full assurance of the stern reality.

* SHANGHAI.—Manufactured Cotton Goods: A steady business had 
continued in 7 and 8.4 Ib. Grey Shirtings at Tls. 1.7.0 to 1.7.3 per piece 
for the former, and Tis. 1.8.6 to 1.9.4 for the latter. For White Shirt- 
ings the market had reniained quiet, and prices were unchanged, In 
T-Cloths transactions had taken placo on a fair scale at about previous 
rates, and 7 1b, Mexican qualitics were quoted at Tls. 1.5.0 to 1.6.0 per 
piece. The demand for English and Dutch Drills for the Hankow 
market had remained active, and the additional purchases had been 
rather extensive ; prices for the former kind were somewhat firmer, 
whilst the latter were about 3 candareens dearer. American Sheetings 
were entirely neglected, and were quoted nominally at Tis, 3.8.5 to 3.9.5. 
In the market for Woollens a further improvement was perceptible ; 
Camlets and Long Ells had advanced in value 3 and 2 mace per piece 
respectively, and Spanish stripes were also saleable at somewhat higher 
rates. 

Foocuow.—Sales had been 500 pieces 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings at 
2.823 per piece, and 300 picecs & Ibs. T-Cloth at $2-70 per piece; Lead 
was quoted at $7 per picul to teamen. 

Hono Kona.—Values of raw Cotton had gone no lower, but the 
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were quoted at a decline of 50c. to $1 per bale, but the higher counts 
were firmly held for former figures. Transactions in manafactured 
Cotton Goods had been small ; Grey Shirtings were but little wanted, 
and 8.4 Ibs, goods werc 2c. per piece lower; Drills had been somewhat 
asked for at previous currencies; T-Cloths had been comparatively 
neglected. In Metals all descriptions of Iron were dearer; Lead was 
not wanted ; Quicksilver and Tin were steady. In Woollens Long Ells 
were weaker; Camlets were firmly held; Blankets scarce and wanted ; 
Crape Lastings dearer. 

SarGcon.—The market was rather dull for Pieze Goods, and sales 
were difficult at former rates. Quotations: —Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., 
$2.67 per piece; 7 lbs., $2.25; T-Cloth, 5 lbs., $1.42; 44 lbs., $1.27 ;

TEA. 

SHANGHAI.—Black: The market during the week had been fairly 
active; buying had become somewhat more general, and any further 
material decline in price had thus been arrested. The better grades 
showed no quotable change in values, but the more common descriptions 
had been obtainable at a reduction in some cases amounting to one 
tael per picul. The settlements had been 17,860 chests, reshipments 
597 chests, and the stock was estimated at 33,452 chests. Hankow 
advices to July 30 reported a quiet market, in consequence of unsatis- 
factory advices from London. The week's settlements had amounted 
to 6,600 chests. Green: A steady business had been transacted in 
Teenkai descriptions, mainly by a few buyers, at valucs varying little 
from those last advised, and in other kinds moderate transactions had 
taken place. Settlements reported during the week 14,477 half-chests 
Tcenkai, at Tls. 43 to 50} ; 3,146 half-chests Fychow, at Tls. 39 to 44} ; 
1,006 half-chests Taiping, at Tls. 40} to 41} ; 4,821 half-chests Ping- 
suey, at Tls. 34} to 60, and 1,652 half-chests local packed, at Tls. 40 to 
41—in all 25,182 half-chests. The stock was estimated at 53,675 
half-chests, of which about 38,000 half-chests were country Teas. One 
or two small parcels of Moyune had been placed upon the market. 
For New York the Chinaman sailed on the 30th July, leaving the 
clippers Cashmere, Kaisow, Duke of Athol, and 8.8, Cyphrenes on the 
berth, the Cashmere and Kaisow loading at £3 10s. per ton of 40 cubic 
feet; tho rate per Duke of Athol not fixed; the Cyphrenes had com- 
pleted her Shanghai engagements at £4 15s. per 40 feet, and was cir- 
culated to sail on the 11th Aug. For London the clippers Leicester, 
Northampton, and Weymouth were engaging slowly at £3 per ton of 
50 cubic feet, and the steamers Macgregor and Deucalion were adver- 
tised to sail on the 6th and 10th Aug. respectively, the rates being 
£3 10s. per ton of 40 cubic feet. 

FoocHow.—The business of the week had been limited in extent. 
Congou: Settlements had been 9,250 chests at Tls. 54 to 24} ; arrivals, 
20,810 chests; the stock amounted to 86,328 chests; the following 
were the current quotations, to which Tls.

433 chests at Tls. 184 to 30; arrivals, 800 chests. Oolongs: No trans- 
actions; arrivals, 17,550 half-chests. Scented Teas: 6,059 boxes 
settled at Tls. 21 to 30; arrivals, 5,000 boxes. Flowery Pekoes: 
Settled 198 chests at Tls. 20 to 46; arrivals nil. 

Amoy.—Oolongs had been in fair request and steady purchases had 
been made at somewhat jrregular but lower prices. Supplies had net 
come in so freely, and as the stock was only 8,000 half-chests, any im- 
mediate decline was not looked for; it was hoped, however, that lower 
values would rule when the autumn (3rd crop) Teas come in about a 
month from date. Tcamen were asscrting that the supply for this 
season would be no greater than that of last, but the impression among 
buyers was that there would be an increase, though the future range of 
prices would doubtless considerably influence the receipts. The Hylton 
Castle sailed on the 4th Aug., with 538,690 lbs. of Oolong, leaving 
the Aurora Australis and the Tamerlane loading fur New York, and the 
Kin Lin for Boston—all at £3 10s. per ton of 40 fect. Quotations :— 
Oolong, common cargo, $21 per picul; fair, $23 to 24; good, $26 to 
28 ; supcrior, $31 to 34; fine, $38 to 44; finest, $45 to 50; choice and 
chaicest, $60 to 65 ; Congou, common and good, $19 to 20; superior, 
$22 to 23. 

SILK. 


SHANGHAI.—A considerable business had been transacted during 
the week. The settlements had amounted to about 2,500 bales, and 
the prices paid had shown no material change as compared with those 
ruling previously; Blue Elephants had been taken at Tls. 530 to 5323, 
and Red Peacocks at Tls. 515 to 5174, which figures may be consi- 
dered about one shilling per pound above the quotations in London 
according to the Jatest telegrams, the quality of the Silk offering being 
moreover of a very unsatisfactory character. Total settlements to date 
were estimated at 24,000 bales, and the unsold stock was about 8,000 
bales.

THE BURMESE EMBASSY. 

The Burmese Ambassadors arrived at Glasgow on Monday last, and 
were entertained at luncheon by the Provost and magistrates of the 
city. In returning thanks for the toast of the health of the King of 
Burmah, proposed by the Lord Provost, the Envoy Extraordinary said 
he felt highly gratified at the kindly greetings with which they had 
been received in Glasgow, and he should not fail to communicate the 
fact to his Royal master. He had heard a great deal about the City of 
Glasgow in his own country—its wonderful manufactories, ita harbour 
and sbipping. and its gigantic commercial transactions. He trusted 
that their present visit to England would lead to bringing the nations, 
both politically and commercially, into closer contact, and that its 
result might be for the welfare of both countries and mankind in 
general. In the course of the day the Ambassadors visited various 
places of interest in and about the city. 

On Tuesday the Chamber of Commerce presented an addreas to the 
chief Ambassador. The address stated that the Chamber was glad the 
King of Burmah had sent an Embassy to Great Britain to improve the 
political and commercial relations of the two countries, and that it 
was hoped the visit might be mutually beneficial. The chairman 
trusted a route would be opened up through Burmah to Western China. 
Were this done the benefits would be incalculable. His Excellency 
ssid he was much gratified by the address, and was sure that his 
august master would regard it as another proof of the friendly disposi- 
tion of Great Britain. The prompt and cordial recognition of the 
Embassy by Her Majesty had been learned with extreme satisfaction 
by his Sovereign. The difficulties of access through Burmah to Western 
China were not caused by the King’s Government, and his Majesty 
would do all he could to promote a communication. 


Mr. W. H. Frrtock, Her Majesty’s Consul at Ningpo, will leave 
England in November next, and proceed to his post by way of Bom- 
bay and Calcutta. 


THE San Francisco Bulletin has an article on “Chinese Medi- 
eines,” which says:—“ The ingredients of a witch’s cauldron as de- 
scribed by the poet could not have been more repulsively disgusting 
than are the articles and compounds shipped to the Chinese physi- 
cians of this city from their native country and used as medicines 
here. There scems to be just at the present time an extra demand 
for a venomous serpent closely resembling the rattlesnake, of which 
hundreds are received constantly. A Custom-house official brought a 
a specimen of these cheerful-looking creatures to thia office yester- 
day,—a coiled snake of about four feet long, fanged, and with hideous 
head-scales like a crest. How these animals are taken by patients of 
Chinese doctors is not known. One wonld be a fair dose if disguised 
ina coating of sugar.

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Foreign Intelligence. 
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GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamburg, Sept. 17. 

During the last week our money market has been in a state of the 
greatest excitement and alarm, and I may add that we have had an 
almost miraculous escape from a financial crisis of the worst character, 
and the break up of our ancient Bank of Hamburg and its antiquated 
banco valuta, which is now shown to be not equal to the requirements 
of the present period and the vast financial transactions that take place 
almost every day. The danger was only averted by the energy and,savoir 
Jaire of private bankers, as the State was entirely incapable of interfering. 
A large part of the latest instalment of the War Indemnity paid by 
France to Germany consisted of bills of Exchange, and of these were 
drafts on Hamburg to the tune of forty-cight million marks banco. 
Such a thing had never occurred before, but the bills were 
daly ‘accepted, and, being at a short date, had to be provided for 
by the acceptors (Messrs. L. Behrens and Sons) without loss of time 
by some unusual operation, as all the moncy in the bank was inadequate 
for the purpose. This sum, as is well known, varies from week to week, 
according to the quantity of bullion in the cellars of the bank, anyone 
being at liberty to deposit there his bars of silver, for which his account 
is credited in marks banco at the certain fixed rate of 594 marks banco 
per metrical lb. of fine silver. In ordinary times this balance of the 
bank was generally from six to ten millions of marks banco, which 
sufficed for the common run cf the daily payments, as the money could 
pass through several accounts on one and the same day. Within the 
last few years, however—ever since the trade of this city has made such 
rapid advances—a larger stock of money has become indispensable, and 
the quantity fluctuated between sixteen and twenty millions, To facili- 
tate financial operations the concession was made to the Bank to create 
bancomoney, no longer exclusively by silver bars, butalso by Belchnungen, 
or the deposit of gold in bars as well as silver and gold coin. In this 
manner the stock of the Bank had on Aug. 29 risen to 32,161,526 marks 
banco, of which 5,286;343 marks banco were Belehnungen, and by the 

official returns of the following week (Sept.5) it rose to 38,411,771 
marks banco. This was, it must be observed, before anything was 
known of the financial intentions and combinations of the French Go- 
vernment, and it will therefore be readily understood that all this money 
fell far short of the sums to be paid to redeem the acceptances; for the 

bills were drawn and made payable, not in silver thalers, but in marks 
* banco. 

On the 12th inst. the first bill for about twenty-five millions m.b. 
became due, and could not have been paid but for the extraordinary 
measures taken by the acceptors to create banco money. As I was 
passing the Bank on the day before bags of dollars were being unloaded 
from waggons and carried into the Bank; andj { was credibly informed 
there were 7,000 such bags, each containing 1,000 thalers in silver coin. 
This would make seven million thalers, or about fourteen million marks 
banco, And the hebdomedal statement of the Bank gave the following 
official returns of the money represented :—Silver bars, 39,250,410 
marks banco; Belehnungen on silver coin, 11,837,482 marks banco ; 
do. on gold in bars and coins, 5,318,351 marks banco ; total, 56,406,243 
marks banco, or sufficient. for the extraordinary drain on its resources. 

A great sensation was created on the Exchange a few days ago by one 
of the above- mentioned bills being exhibited as un unparalleled curiosity 
by the Provincial Discount Company, to whom it had been sent to get 
it accepted. It was drawn on Messrs. L. Behrens and Sons, and in one 
sum, for 24,650,000 marks banco, the bill stamps amounting to more 
than 6,000 thalers for the benefit of the Imperial Treasury, “and which,” 
said the Hamburg correspondent, ‘‘ luckily has to be paid by France.” 
As the largest bill stamps are only for ten thalers each, more than 600 
were required, and as of course there was no room for so many adhesive 
stamps, the bill was pasted into a book—in the way that passports used 
to be made up for tourists, with blank leaves for the visa of the differ- 
ent anthorities—and the stamps placed on the blank leaves of the book. 
I need hardly ad: that the bill was duly accepted, and paid at maturity 
in the usual manner by a simple cheque on the Bank to transfer the 
amount to the credit of the holder. 

The events of the past week tend to show in the most conclusive man- 
ner that our separatistic and exclusive monetary system can no longer 
be tolerated, but must be abandoned and made to merge into the gene- 
ral system of the Empire. It is true that this has been deerced by the 
German Parliament last Session, and it Is only a question of time when 
the alteration shall become obligatory; and this will probably be 
settled noxt spring, when Parliament again meets. But in the mean- 
time, as the law is permissive, any State is at liberty to anticipate the 
obligation, as Brcmen has already done with the moat successful results, 
Shortly before the adjournment of our Burgerschaft for their summer 
recess, a motion was made be the President of the Chamber of Com- 
morce to send a message to the Senate requesting their concurrence 
to the immediate abolition of the Banco Valuta ani its transformation 
into the new German currency at the fixed rate, 450 new marks for 300 
marks banco, and to allow the circulation of thalers at the rate of three 

new German marks for a thaler, The motion was carried by an over- 
whelming majority, as mentioned in my letter of the 16th of July. 
Nothing was done by the Scnate during the recess of the Bargerschuft ; 
but now that they have again met, the former cannot well postpone 
much longer vonchsafing a reply. It is gencrally believed here that 
the reason for the delay is that the Senators cannot agree among them- 
selves on the subject, and this 1 have grounds for believing to be the 
ease. But it is to be hoped they will not stand out any longer against 
the wishes most unequivocally expre<sed by the Burgerechaft, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the practical merchants of the Exchange, 
who are all most eager toavert the possibility of such a dangerous crisis 
ever recurring again. 


The great recommendation in favour of the Bank valuta when it was 
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first created, a couple of centuries ago, was its absolute security ; 
but no one appears to notice that this barrier was broken down when 
the system of Belehnungen was introduced. This amount was ori- 
ginally fixed at seven million marks banco, because at that time the sum 
represented by silver bars had never been below that figure. But as 
soon as the door was once opened the amount increased rapidly with 
the requirements of trade, and it was raised at first to fifteen millions, 
and subsequently to twenty millions, which sum was very nearly ab- 
sorbed during the late crisis, 

Bnt there is still another episode to be mentioned in conneé¢tion with 
this subject. The acceptors, who had lent out various large sums of 
money for short periods, were obliged by their own necessities to call 
them all in, which caused of course great inconvenience to all parties 
concernec, and a rise of two per eent. in the rate of discount owing to 
the temporary scarcity of money. 

With all the combined efforts of the eight German mints the coining 
of the new gold currency goes on but slowly. According to the latest 
returns published the total amount that had been coined down to the 
end of August was 272,959,130 Imperial marks, of which 247,158,980 
marks were in pieces of twenty-marks, and 25,800,150 marks in ten- 
mark coins. 

Further accounts from Nijni Novgorod confirm the previously-given 
particulars of the dulness that prevails at the fair, and give a sad de- 
cription of the want of order and regularity. A merchant from 
Irkutak, who had purchased goods for 100,000 roubles, pawned them to 
one of the local banks for 60,000 roubles, and then suddenly digsap- 
peared. A number of rowdies, who always congregate in vast numbers 
to the fair, successfully effected a great coup-de-main one evening 
at the theatre, by the discharge of a pistol and giving a falee alarm of 
fire. In the confusion that ensued there was a wholesale rifling of 
pockets, to prevent which the police were powerless. 

The Emperor of Germany has granted authority to Dr. Focke, the 
Acting Consul at Hiogo and Osaka, to perform the ceremony of civil 
marriages between Germans residing within that Consular District, as 
well as to give legal certificates of baptism, marriages, and deaths, ac- 
cording to the provisions contained in Paragraph I. of the Law of 4th 
May, 1870. 

The first Swedish steamer that has passed through the Suez Canal is 
the August Leffler, Captain Byork, with a cargo of Swedish produce, 
from Gothenborg to Singapore. 

P.S. Since writing the foregoing I see by a letter from Berlin in the 
Boersen-Halle that a missive has been sent from the office of the Prince- 
Chancellor to the Senate of Hamburg, urging them to accelerate their 
deliberations with regard to the Bank-valutae, as in all probability the 
Bill for the introduction of the new currency will be laid before Parlia- 
ment at the beginning of the approaching session, and that after it hes 
been passed it follows, as a matter of course, that no single State can be 
permitted to have its own separate monetary system. 

The Enterprise steamer, hence to Singapore and China, via Suez 
Canal, started last weck on the day appointed. She takes out a number 
of cabin passengers and a full cargo. 


COMMERCIAL.

: HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrrgpam, Sept. 18. 

The Parliamentary Session of 1871-72 was closed last Saturday by 
the Minister of the Home Department in the usual manner. His 
speech was merely a resume of what had been done, and as this was 
only very little, he had but a few words to say ; Le Roi est mort; vive 
le Rot! Two days after this ceremony the new session was opened by the 
King, who has returned from his trip abroad in excellent health. The 
Speech from the Throne was very, very meagre. In the first place it is 
stated that we ive in friendship with all the foreign Powers—an asser- 
tion which contradicts the ramours sct in circulation by the Conserva- 
sive press, that scme forvign Governments were anything but content 
that we had permitted the Internationalists to hold their meeting inthe 
Hague. Then some clauses fellow about the abundant crops, the good 
condition of our cattle, the improvement of our deep-sea fisheries, and 
the development of our trade and industry. The financial condition of 
the State is said to be favourable, and the army and navy are ina satis 
factory state of discipline. Then the promises follow ; a reorganisation of 
our military system is announced, but nothing is said about the Schuttery. 
Bills will be laid before the members to alter our Penal Code; likewise a 
Bill to extend the franchise in those communities where the right ot 
voting is too limited. A new Bill bearing upon University Education 
is being prepared. The general condition of our East Indian Colonies 
is suid to be satisfactory, notwithstanding the earthquakes and inunda- 
tions which have occurred. The results of the agricultural and in- 
dustrial pursuits were, in more than one respect, favourable in their 
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results, both to the native and the European population, and further 
development of those sources of welfare is most urgent. Proposals will 
be made to subsidise undertakings to improve the means of communi- 
cation in Java by the State. More assistance will be given to our West 
India possessions. These aro the outlines of the Royal Speech, which 
calls for but little comment. In the first place, it is strange that the 
Minister of the Department of Justice does not promise a more radical 
revision of our Penal Code, which dates from tlie days of Napeleon I. ; 
that not one word is said about the new Java tariff of customs, that 
no financial reforms are announced. The proposed extension of 
the franchise seems to be very much like ‘‘a leap in the dark.” 
The best promise given is the one which signifies that more help will be 
givon to the West India colonics, This is indeed urgent. The last 
mail brought us reports of the discussions which were held in the colo- 
nial States, and which give us ample warning. Members openly declare 
that these colonics ought to be liberated from the Dutch protectorate, 
and advocate that Enzland should take the place of Holland, the Dutch 
Government being indemnified by Great Britain as it was paid for the 
transfer of the Dutch settlements on the West Coast of \frica. Al- 
though so:ne protests were raised against this course beins advocated, 
it is, nevertheless, a fact :hat the proposed change of rulors found 
many defenders among the members of the Parliamentary Assembly. 
The questions now remain whither, if it is the real intention of our 
Government to give these unhappy colonics the assistance which is 
asked for, and, if so, whether the Second Ciamber will agree to any 
proposal which will inv>!ve a larger expenditure than now obtains. 
Many of the members leave out of sizht the fact that we cannot do bet- 
tor, if we wish to profit by our colonics, than to make them productive, 
even should the outlay be considerable, and our East Indian colonies 
have experienced that our legislators are anything but liberal in graut- 
ing money in their behalf, even though they contribute millions and 
millions every year to our treasury. 

We are, however, improving in this respect, as is shown by the Eust 
India budget for 1873, which was laid yesterday before the mombers of 
the Second Chamber. The revenue for the year is estimated at 
f.115, 291,985, and the expenditure at f.104,967,210, leaving a favour- 
able balance of f.10,324,775. The expenses of the Government and 
High Colleges are calculated to reach f.3,832,569, those of the Financial 
Department f.4,872,594, the Home Government f.39,216,731 (and andor 
this head appears the amount of f.435,552, the subsidy for a steun 
packet service between Java and australia), the Department of 
Education and Public Worship £.7,538,239 (out of which sum 


£.468,482 is to be expended on the promotion of the education j 


of the natives), the Department of Public Works f.8,316,812, 
the Department of War f.17.264,717, the Naval Department 
£.87.857.561. 
proposed railway lines on Java, but only in Sumatra. The Bill of last 
session for the construction of railways in Netherlands India is repealed, 
as the Government desire that this should be left entirely to private in- 
dastry, which will be encouraged by the means refirred to in my last 
letter. If concessions are asked for in Java the Government already 
knows which districts are most in want of railway communication, and 
it will of course be to the interest of thoso who ask for concessions to 
take the very best ¢race’s, which can be fixed by the Java Government. 
But the state of things in Sumatra is quite different. It is generally ac- 
knowledged, the Minister says, that Sumatrais muchin uced of railways. 
Nothing hinders so much the development of that rich island than the 
faulty means of communication. By direction of the Government 
areport has been made by the mining engineer, Mr. de Greve, but it 


the proposed districts is not yet completed. Tie principal line will be 
that which will bring the east and west coasts of the island in commu- 
nication with cach other, and that which crosses the rich Padang 
grounds. The question if it is possible to construct these lines—the 
Ombilien mines produce plenty of the best coals—will now be investi- 
gated in all its details, and the Minister will begin by asking for the 
necessary funds to send a corps of enginecrs to Sumatra. I think there 
ia no fear of Parliament refusing the sums, which are relatively very 
trifling. A postscript which is added to the Budget says that the Budgct 
for the War Department is but very little altered when compared with 
that of former years. Tho most important works for which credits are 
asked are those for the defence of Batavia and Samarang, and for the 
coast battery at Ijilutjap. The naval department requires a good deal 
of money more than last year, owing to the fact that the coast lights 
must be improved and augmented. 

Yesterday the First and Second Chambers held a very short sitting. 
The newly elected members, Messrs. Blusse and Van Rees, were ad- 
mitted, and the list of candidates was fixed. Mr. Dullert was at once 
elected first candidate by 42 of the 71 votes; this fact seems to prove 
that more homogeneity prevails amongst the members of the Liberal 

ty. 
A meeting of ercditors of the Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfren- 
ten has taken place at Amsterdam. Mr. den Tex proposed aliquidation, 
which was agreed to, and accordingly six commissaries will be ap- 

inted, with Messrs. van Berenstein and J. Seelig as liquidators. A 

ividend of forty per cent. will be divided amongst the creditors, and 
any further assets which may be realised will be disposed ofas follows: 
—one-fourth to the shareholdera, and three-fourths to the creditors. 
Ample communications were made about the actual condition of the 
company, and a report willbe published. Mr. van Hemert, ex-director 
in Java, has offered to subscribe an amount of f.250,000 on behalf of 
the creditors, if the proposal of liquidation should be approved of. On 
the 20th January a decision will be taken whether this sum will be 
accepted.

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THE GLEDSTANES’ FAILURE. 

Ir is long since commercial confidence has received so 
severe a shock as the failure of Messrs. GLEDSTANES and Co., 
and the revelations made by those who were most disposed 
to take a favourable view of their transactions, at the meet- 
ing of creditors reported in another column. It is one 
more illustration of the disaster and disgrace—to say no- 
thing of the wide-spread ruin—that must ever attend those 
merchants who, blind to the advantages and responsibilities 
of their position, lack the moral courage to look their affairs 
in the face, and, heedless alike of their own fair fame and 
the interests of those whom justifiable confidence has in- 
duced to trust them with their all, continually put off the 
day of reckoning, “ hoping against hope,” and drifting into 
a condition of moral insensibility in the frantic expectation 
of “ something turning up.” Here wasa house which, through 
a long course of honourable trading, had acquired a confi- 
dence second to few in the mercantile world. One of the 
partners was a director of the Bank of England, another of 
the London and Westminster Bank, and a third occupied a 
prominent position in a leading insurance company. They 
‘were reputed to be wealthy, as well as honourable, men, and 
those who trusted them nave certainly no cause to reproach 
themselves with imprudence. Yet this firm, when the in- 
evitable crisis comes, is found to have been hopelessly insol- 
vent for five years, and, throughout that time to have been 
surely and rapidly drifting from bad to worse. Their defi- 
ciency which, five years ago, was £120,000, has since that 
time been multiplied many times; and, when the crash 
came, the estates of the reputedly wealthy partners 
proved to be almost nominal. One member of the firm 
appears to have had eleven thousand pounds ; another, two 
thousand ; while, in the balance sheet, to the oredit of the 
third stands—nothing. Yet upon this capital they traded 
to millions, fortified by their name ; and, severe as must be 
the loss to creditors, we cannot but regard their own loss 
in this last respect—though less entitled to sympathy—as 
the greater of the two. Enjoying confidence practically un- 
limited, they failed to impose on themselves the limits which 
their moderate capital, and the continual pressure on their 
resources, must have suggested. Had they faced the world 
in 1867, they (would have commanded a degree of sym- 
pathy which is now withheld from them. Creditors, who 

are themselves commercial men, are by no means 
an ungenerous or hardhearted race; fraud or shame- 
full extravagance may make them a little savage, but 
a straightforward intelligible case of misfortune will rarely 
be severely dealt with. Instead of meeting their credi- 
tors, however,—and, indeed, it would seem without ever 
making themselves acquainted with the true state of their 
affairs, though they could not but bave known how dis- 
ordered they were—they determined to “ carry on the war” 
at any cost—to their creditors. All the capital they had 
ever possessed had long since melted away, except their 
reputation ; and that they threw into the crucible which 
turns such things not into gold, but into paper. As the 
chairman of the Agra Bank showed, they allowed bills to be 
drawn on them to the amount of £390,000, which they 
knew they could not pay. It is pitiable to see men, who are 
capable of such actions, wearing the broad phylactery of 
credit, and standing in high places in the midst of the 
commercial world. It is periaps even more to be re- 
gretted that a natural wish to save as much as possible 
out of the fire, and an instinctive dread of law expenses, 
should, in a manner, compel the creditors to consent to a 
private liquidation, instead of insisting on such transactions 
being sifted in the Court of Bankruptcy. If ever there was 
a case which proved the necessity for a sweeping revision of 
Bankruptcy Law—for the benefit of the public as much as 


the immediate creditors of an estate—it is that of Messrs. 
Gledstanes.

Tue coffee crop of the coming season, at one time ex- 
pected to be large, it is now believed will only be but an ave- 
rage one. It looked exceedingly well and full of promise 
at the blossoming time, but unfavourable weather after- 
wards destroyed a considerable portion of the newly-formed 
fruit, and but for the new land coming into bearing, of 
which there is a good deal, we should have to deplorea much 
more serious deficiency.

The whole of the district between 
Dimbulla and Happotella would sell were there a certainty 
of the railway being extended thither. Already—with only 
the prospect before us—considerable progress has been made. 


Small lots, not a few, adjoining the Horton Plains, have been 
sold at a good price, while applications for several large 
blocks near Hapootella, in what is now designated New 
Galway, have been made.

Then in Ouvah there are some large tracts of forest yet un- 
touched, especially on the Moonerakande Mountain, close to 
which runs tho new Batticaloa road.

OPENING OF WESTERN CHINA. 
Mr. T. T. Cooper has proceeded to Caloutta with the 


Panthay Envoys, at the request of our Government, visiting 


Vienna and Constantinople en route. On arriving at Calcutta 


he will report to the Governor-General, and will subsequently 


proceed on to Talifoo, their final destination. Mr. CooPer 
has the support of some Manchester firms to push his ex- 
plorations as to the best route for introducing our manufac- 
tures into Western China. The following is an extract from 
the letter addressed by Mr. Cooper to the Chamber of 
Commerce :-— 

One of thre most erroneous and prejudical statements, which has been 
freely expressed, is that the annexation of Burmah proper is alore re- 
quisite to enable us to trade with Western China. This opinion is not 
only based on unsound reasoning, but has operated most fatally against 
the realisation of our object, inasmuch as his Majesty the King of 
Burmab, although fully alive to the advantages of a transit trade through 
his territory, is not likely to countenance a scheme the prcmoters of 
which advocate the annexation of his kingdoin. 

Another and more prevalent impression is that which leads many 
commercial representatives to unite in pressing the Government to 
undertake the survey of a country between Rangoon and Yunnan, with 
a view of constructing a railway. The promoters of this scheme as- 
sume that Yunnan is ready to recvive and reciprocate a profitable trade, 
and that nothing is needed but an outlay of capital to secure communi- 
cation, but I contend that this assumption rests only on conjectures 
based on the past history of tho province, for we are at present in ig- 
norance of the social and commercial state of Yunnan under those 
altered conditions of its population and Goyernment which have resulted 
from the political changes of the past twenty years. 

Until, therefore, we ure possessed of trustworthy information, the 
advocacy of thia scheme is premature, and obstructive of private enter- 
prise. 

It is also assumed that the commerce of Sz-chuan will avail itself of 
such an outlet, but this seems to be barely probable; personal observa- 
tion enables me to state thut the central trading depot of Sz-chuan is 
Chung-Ching, and thence her products can reach Ilankow in ten, and 
Shanghai in fourteen days, and it is thus obvious that the market of 
Shanghai would still be more easy of access than that of Rungoon, even 
supposing a line of rail existed from the lutter port to the frontiers of 
Yunnan. 

That portion of the province of Sz-chuan, lying to the west of the 
river Min, is an absolutely wild country, with no pretensions to popa- 


lation, and although comprising more than half the area of the province,

leaving a surplus of £809,146. The method of taxation is, however, 
crude. Rice, the main food of the people, is taxed, for the reason that 
it is easily collected. Inasmuch, however, as luxuries and not the bare 
necessities of life should bear the main burden of taxation, we rejoice 
that the Government is considering the means of substituting some 
other duty for that on rice. The public debt of Japan is larger than 
might be expected. As much as £15,2(4,000 is represented by the 
paper currency. £10,412,000 is due to Japanese subjects for loans ob- 
tained by local governments and other authorities. The balances due 
Mp foreign creditors include the loan of £1,000,000 raised in London in 
870. 

The population of Japan is 32,866,161, and its foreign trade is very 
considerable, and is rapidly growing. So recently as 1859 the trade 
of Japan with the United Kingdom was not equal to £100,000 {a year, 
while it has since advanced to two millions. The people are quick to 
learn, industrious and frugal. They casily acquire foreign arta, of 
which an example is that they built their first steamboat and its engine 
solely by a description in a Dutch book, while in metal-working and 
in “japanning,” and in the manufacture of porcelain and eilk crape, 
they still excel all other nations. They are now practising, with in- 
creasing success, the making of window glass, and they are cultivating 
the grape vine and brewing beer. As regards agriculture, there 
is not much for the Japanese to Jearn, except the use of machinery. 
They are great economists in tilling the soil, using every scrap of 
land, and stimulating production by what is described as ably-organised 
irrigation. Rice is the main product, but tea is becoming a very 
important branch of industry, every season seeing the extension of 
the tea fields, while the Japanese leaf is esteemed in the European tea 
market. Silk and silkworms’ eggs, beans, peas’, and many minor 
crops are largely grown. The forests of Japan produce many trees of 
commercial value, and gardening seems a native art, and is carried to 
the most delightful perfection. The mineral resources of the country 
are very rich, but as yet few mines are opened. It is, however, as- r rt 
sumed that before very long the Japanese will be able to produce all | £223,997, but in regard to that no reliable estimate could at present 
the hardware they now take of us.

The notice convening the meeting having been read, Mr. R. P. 
Happine commenced by reading through, *and commenting on, an 
approximate statement of the affairs of this company on the 26th Au- 
gust last. Ile pointed out, in the first place, that the list of ‘‘ unse- 
cured creditors” comprised three classes, the first being holders of 
acceptances and marginal drafts. Certain of those creditors—the In- 
dian banks, for instance—claimed to have a right to stop certain goods 
coming over here. That was a question which would have to be de- 
cided elsewhere. The two other classes consisted of ‘‘ depositors” 
and “sundries,” which, with the first item, made a total, under the 
head of “ unsecured creditors,” of £558,789. The next item, ‘‘cre- 
ditors secured in full,” amounted to £939,532; against which must 
be placed the estimated value of securities, £1,005,684. With regard 
to those securities, they consisted in some instances of bills of lading 
attached to a draft on the firm, and, in other cases, on goods consigned 
abroad to holders of the bills having a lien on those goods. In respect 
to the ‘creditors partly secured,” they were of a similar class—the 
securities in regard to this item being uncertain. The other liabilities 
were in respect to acceptances and endorsements amounting to 
£53,985, but of which sum only £6,395 was exvected to rank on this 
estate. The following item was ‘‘ liabilities on bills receivable,” dis- 
counted, £117,473. Of this, however, they had no reason to believe 
any amount would come against the estate. The total liabilities 
amounted, therefore, to £589,365. On the other side of the state- 
ment there were debtors to the estate, which they had reason to be- 
lieve would produce £14,044. The amount of doubtful debts was

of Bombay ; and Messrs. Chapman, King, and Co., of Shanghai ; and, 
until the account between the estate and those firms had been adjusted, 
they could not say what amount could be obtained from those houses. 
Having briefly mentioned the following items :—‘‘ Cash in hand, 
£512;'’ “bills receivable, £1,660 ;” and ‘ furniture, fittings, &c., 
£200 ;” Mr. Harding said, in reference to the item ‘ property, 
estimated at £34,720,” that it consisted of various amounts, 
the largest item being a tea estate at Chittagong, valued at 
£12,000; some shares in another tea estate, valued at £3,500; 
another item under a similar head amounted to £5,000; an- 
other estate in Demerara, valued at £5,600; a few shares in the 
Estate Company (Limited); an estate in Penang estimated at £2,560 ; 
and the lease of the premises in Austin-friars. Then there was the sur- 

lus from the securities in the hands of creditors fully secured, amount- 
fae to £66,152. That amount was, of course, subject to increase or 
decrease, according to the state of the market when the goods were 
gold. The next item was, “ remittances or consignments advised by 
telegraph £63,750.” That was produce that was now coming for- 
ward. In regard to this item, however, there were questions which 
would also have to be decided elsewhere. The estimated surplus for 
separate estates of the partners—namely, W. Wallace £10,960, and 
W. E. Gledstanes £2,042, total £13,002. In respect to ‘‘ claims on the 
estates of deceased partners,” an investigation into this matter had led 
him tothe conclusion that the sum of £5,600 had been paid tothe repre- 
sentatives of Mr. King in excess of any interest he had in the concern at 
the time of his death. There might algo be possibly a claim made against 
the estate of the late Mr. Gledstanes, who had died in 1865. The total 
assets of the estates amounted, therefore, according to this statement, 
to £194,043, from which must be deducted the amount due ov account 
of rent, salaries, &c., payable in full, leaving a balance of £193,604, 
against liabilities, as previously stated, amounting to £589,365. 
Those figures showed something like 6s. 8d. in the pound; but he 
would not have the mecting suppose it was probable such an amount 
would be divided. The investigation which he had considered it 
necessary to make had put him in possession of the following informa- 
tion :—On the {31st Dec. 1867, there appeared in the books of the 
firm as capital thesum of £75,000, in round figures, together with a 
reserve fund of £240,000. Since then, by the realisation of shipments 
and closing of accounts, &c., which had been continued from 1867, 4 
result was shown by which it became evident that at the time in ques- 
tion there was no capital at all in the concern. He did not mean to 
suggest that the partners were aware of this state of things, because 
the books did not show it. At the time when he commenced hig 
investigation of the firm’s affairs—namely, 1867 —there was an 
amount due from Messrs. Hogg and Co. of £140,000, the whole of 
which had been written off, with a further sum of £35,000 at a later 
date. The other amounts which made up the deficiency shown were 
the results of various other transactions. It was now apparent that at 
the close of 1867, had the affairs of the firm been wound up, a defi- 
ciency would have been reported to the extent of about £120,000 ; 
that deficiency had been increased since that time by losses on con- 
signments, losses on shipments, and bad debta, while there were also 
the losses, not yet determined, arising from transactions with Chap- 
man, King, and Co., and Hogg and Co., unless those firms were cnabled 
to carry eut their engagements, and satisfy all their creditors. The 
sum of £2,900 had been the total amount drawn out by the three 
partners since 1867. 

In reply to questions, it was stated that Mr. Wallace had joined the 
company in 1841, Mr. Buxton in 1851, and Mr. W. Gledstanes in 
1857. At that latter date Messra, Gledstanes, sen.,and King were 
alive, the former of whom had subsequently died in 1865, the latter in 
1867. He did not know the capital brought in by the partners. 


After a slight discussion in respect to the rumours afloat, to the 
effect that transactions had taken place immediately subsequent to 
the firm stopping on the 22nd August last, but which were distinctly 
refated by Mr. Harding, 

Mr. THomwson, chairman of the Agra Bank, proceeded to animad- 
vert in strong terms on the atate of affairs disclosed, and complained 
that for years the firm must have lived solely on credit. Its bor- 
rowed capital had been not much short of £600,000, the mode adopted 
for raising it being to send six months’ bills for disposal in India, 
where implicit confidence was felt inthe London firm, and hence there 
was no difficulty in disposing of these bills. The firm had not stopped 
payment at a proper time, but had waited until it had actually run 
dry. In all his experience he had never seen the affairs of a firm 
of such magnitude in such a state before a meeting of creditors. 
They had been told that the cause of the failure was bad markets; but 
surely, even if markets were bad, that was no reagon for carrying on 
so hazardous 8 trade. He believed the real cause of the failure to 
have been the wonderful credit of the firm, which enabled the partners 
to accomplish their own ruin, and to damage the property of other 
people. It was quite clear that they perfectly knew the state of their 
affairs, and that the system of bill discounting was done with the know- 
ledge and connivance of their agentsinthe Fast. He found ina letter 
dated the 4th January, 1872, the following passage:—‘In deference to 
your wishes, and to facilitate the working of the account, we freely and 
willingly place as large a quantity of your paper in circulation as 
circamstances will permit.” Was it not disgraceful in gentlemen of | 
such standing to allow bills to the amount of £390,000 to be drawn 
in this way, which they knew they could not pay? One of the part- 
ners was a director of the Bank of England, and another of the Ion- 
don and Westminster Bank. <A third held a similar post in one of the | 
oldest of our insurance companies; and they lived on their credit until 
they could do so no longer, when they left t!:ose who had trusted them 
deprived of their property, and almost without a remedy.

That the firm of William Wallace, Travers Buxton, and Wil- 
liam Evans Gledstanes shall be liquidated by arrangement, and not in 
bankruptcy.” 

‘‘Ond. That Robert Palmer Harding, of 8, Old Jewry, in the City 
of London, public accountant, be, and he is hereby, appointed trustee.” 

‘8rd. That David Trail Robertson, general manager of the Char- 
tered Mercantile Bank of India, London and China ; and Richard 
James Ashton, of the firm of Ashton and Co., be, and they are hereby, 
appointed a Committee of Inspection.” 

‘4th. That the trustee do receive such remuneration for his serviceg 
as shall be determined by the Committee of Inspection.” 

“ 5th. That Messra. Clarke and Son and Rawlins, of 60, Gresham- 
house, Old Broad-street, London, be entrusted with the registration of 
this special resolution.” 

These, having been seconded, were put to the meeting, and carried 
and the proceedings were closed. j

At the meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co, 
a balance-sheet was presented by Mr. R. P. Harding, the ac- 
countant, showing liabilities to the extent of £1,722,235, of which 
£589,365 is expected to rank upon the estate, against assets re- 
presenting £193,604, or about 6s. 8d. in the pound. It was ex- 
plained, however, that these figures are subject to various con- 
tingencies, and the impression was very general that nothing like 
6s. 8d. will be distributed amongst the unsecured creditors. The 
books of the firm, it was added, showed a deficiency of about 
£120,000 at the end of 1867, and this has since been largely in- 
creased by losses on consignments, bad debts, &c. Stock had 
been taken from time to time, but no losses were written off. 
These and other explanations were received with strong expres- 
sions of indignation, and it was proposed that, with a view to 
a thorough investigation, the estate should be wound up in bank- 
ruptcy. It was eventually decided, however, to liquidate by 
arrangement, and Mr. Harding was appointed trustee, with a 
committee of inspection. A full report of the meeting and the 
statement of accounts which was presented are given 
above. By a singular informality no list was taken of the 
creditors who attended the meeting, but the Registrar of the 
Bankruptcy Court has given leave to compile one from such data 
as might be available. 

We are informed that the statement made in the Bankruptcy 
Court last week, to the effect that Messrs. Gledstanes sad Co. 
were creditors of the firm of Leggatt and Co. for the sum of 
£65,000, is incorrect. The present firm of Messrs. Leggatt and 


Co. were not, at the time of their recent suspension, indebted! in 
any way to the first-named firm. 

At an adjourned general court of the Bank of England, the 
payment of a dividend of 5 per cent. for the half-year was for- 
mally confirmed, and Mr. Henry Hulse Berens was elected a di- 
rector, in the room of Mr. Travers Buxton, of Gledstanes and Co. 


In anticipation of the meeting to be held on the 9th proximo, 
the report of the Delhi and London Bank (Limited) has been 
issued. The net profit for the half-year amounted to £9,465, 
making, with the balance brought forward, a total of £9,798 at 
credit of profit and loss account. It is proposed to pay a dividend 
at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum.

The deliveries for 
the week amount to 3,373,000 Iba, against 3,253,500 Ibs. last year.
